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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that amending "trays" to "tray 
chambers" does not require further search of consideration, however, as clearly stated in the previous advisory action there were various 
other circumstances requiring further search and consideration, i.e. not adding the indicated allowable subject matter to independent 
claims, amending and adding dependant claims. Applicant is encouraged to review the previoud advisory action. 

Regarding the request for withdrawl of the finality of the previous office action, applicant claims that the Olsen patent was improlerly 
applied because the slope in the floor was not meant to prevent pooling of water, but instead to encourage rolling of eggs in a 
predetermined direcition. This is not convincing since the Olsen's wire floor, while still considered to create a panel upon which birds 
may stand, is capable of preventing pooling and therefore was properly applied to the claims. 
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
